Ellen G, Wharton
aged seventy, at the country residence of
her mon-in-law, Moore harton, mnear
Philadelphia, recalls ons of the most Inter-
esting trials on record. Mra. Wharton was
Ellen 4. Nugeut, s daughter of George
Nugent, s wealthy Philadelpbia importor
of fine :lr’y 5 u. She was very hand-
some and fond of dress, and in spite of her
father's liberality was continually running
into debt, She moved in the best
mocloty and had a wide clircla of
friendw in this stats. Her first startling
performance was an announcement of her
approaching marriage to & Mr. Willlam-
soit,  Invitatlons were sent out and the
guests came, but the groom did not, and
declured that he knew nothing about the
wedding, and was nol en . Mr, Nu-
gent then arranged to send his daughter to
un insane asylum, but she eloped and was
murried to Lieutenant Harry M. Wharton.
Her futber forgave her and continued to
rny hor debia, The next sensation was
n 1867, whoen Colonel Wharton, “er hus-
band, and General Ketelbum, a friend, both
died, nud sho wans tried at J\nnlpoll'lnml
soquitted of the charge of having poisoned
the goeneral in order to rob him. 'Two
yoars later she was again tried on
the charge of polsoning Eugene Van Nesa,
u bank clork, who was taken il on drink-
Ing & glasa of beer at her hoose, and died,
Mrx, Wharton was next acoused of polson-
ing her hosband, her husband's cousin,
Colonel Edward Wharton, and her own
non, Captain Henry €.
